Washington. — When 
the 
proposal 


first was made to cut the army down 
to 115,000 men,, Secretary 
of War 


Weeks somewhat cannily- expressed 
the belief publicly that if the army 
thus were reduced it would be neces- 
sary to abandon a great number of 
army posts. 


Now, if there is one thing which a 


member of congress wishes to avoid, 
it is the abandonment of the army 
post which happens to be in his home 
district. 
So it may have been, and 


perhaps was, that Secretary of War 
Weeks had this in mind when he 
Is'sSed his word of -what might be 
catted warning. 


There are not as many army posts in 


the United States today as once there 
were, but there are a good many oi 
them scattered all over the country 
and which are garrisoned by compara- 
tively few troops, but enough to add a 
little something of the pomp of mili- 
tary affairs to the vicinity in which 
they are quartered. 
Moreover, the 


purchasing power of the troops is con- 
siderable, and therefore the localities 
in which they are stationed benefit in 
the matter <rfj;rade. 


Soine of the posts are located near 


great cities and some of them are near 
small towns, but they are all in a 
sense show places, and band concerts 
and parades offer their attractions to 
the neighboring people. It is perhaps 
possible that Americans generally de- 
sire that the army shall be cut down, 
but it is certain that every American 
who lives near an army post desires 
that in the cutting-down process the 
home garrison shall not be included. 


There are still existing some few 


army posts which in the old days were 
isolated, some of them being three or 
four hundred miles from a railroad. 
Those were the darys of Indian war- 
fare, and many stirring events hap- 
pened in places which are now almost 
in the heart of civilization. 
There 


may be met in Washington today 
many old soldiers who, saw duty in 
such at present thickly populated 
states as Nebraska and Kansas in the 
days when the Comanches, the Kio. 
was and the Arapahoes were ravaging 
the frontier. 


"Political" Army Posts. 


There are in the United States sev. 


eral posts which are known as polit- 
ical posts. The army experts knew 
where the garrison should be located. 
and would make their recommenda- 
tions, but congress in later years never 
has paid any attention to expert opiu* 
ion on these matters. 
There is no 


excuse for the existence as army posts 
of several of the greatest garrisons in 
the United States. 
They are where 


they are because some senator or rep- 
resentative had a pull sufficient to 
secure their location in the home dis- 
trict, or in the home state. 


The regular army of the United 


States hereafter is to be used appar- 
ently only for police duty. The first 
element necessary for proper home de- 
fense in case of riotous, demonstra- 
tions against the authority of the 
United States government is that 
troops shall be located within easy 
railroad access oi' the places where 
such troubles are uiobt likely to occur. 
When one great garrison was estab- 
lished it was ngureu out that it would 
take five days to get the great body 
of troops there stationed to th'e near- 
est point of probable danger. 
Such 


posts are called political posts. 


If the army is to be reduced to 


115.000 men, and as a natural conse- 
quence many army posts are to be 
abandoned, there will be some inter- 
esting scenes in certain offices of the 
War department and not infrequently 
perhaps in the office of the President 
ot the United States.

Neither party is entirely happy when 


it has an overwhelming majority in \ 
congress. The reason is not far to seek. | 
It is possible for a party majority to ' 
be too big for party comfort. When 
a political party has control, so to 
speak, overwhelmingly, its representa- 
tives in congress are likely to break 
away and form into cliques and to 
make it somewhat difficult for the 
leaders to secure straight party legisla- 
tion in the form in which they de- 
sire it. 


When the party majority is small the 


call to party duty generally is obeyed, 
and men who do not agree in full with 
the policies of -the leaders usually are 
willing to follow them along legislative 
lines after making a speech or two in 
protest which will satisfy constituents

PRACTICAL FATTENING WAYS 


Wher» Crates Are Used Little Space l« 


Necessary—Exercise Is Not 


Desirable. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture ) 


Three methods of fattening poultry 


are used In this country—pen fatten- 
ing, crate fattening and machine cram- 
mingx The tirst two are the most com- 
mon ; the third ia used only where but 
a few birds are to be fattened. 


Pen fattening is practiced by many 


persons who do not have the time and 
inclination to use other methods. The 
essentials of pen fattening are qutet, 
darkness, except at feeding time, and 
plenty of soft feed given at regular In- 
tervals, usually three times a day. 
Birds may be kept In flocks of 15 or 20, 
but the sexes should be separated. 


In crate fattening a few chickens 


are kept In crates and fed from a 
trough. A crate 6 feet long. 18 Inches 
high, and 18 or 20 inches wide, is suit- 
able and Is large enough for a dozen 
birds. Sometimes the crate is divided 
into two or three compartments, foar 
to six birds being kept In each com- 
partment 
Little room is desirable, for 


the less exercise the birds have the 
mpre readily will they ratten. If the 
crate is, to be left outdoors the top" 
should be covered. 
The sid'es should 


be made of sjats about two inches 
ipart, so the birds can eajt from the 
trough which is hung 1usf outside the 
crate. The bottom of the crate should 
be of slats about an inch apart, to per-" 
tnit the droppings to fall through, or 
dropping pahs may be used and the 
crates, arranged in tiers. 
In Indoor 


feeding the crates should be put In a 
well-ventilated 
room. 
Usually 
the" 


birds are fed three times a day and are 
allowed to eat for half an hour at a 
time,-when the uneaten feed Is re- 
moved 
\ 


Crate and machine cramming are de- 


scribed in Farmers' Bulletin 287. Is- 
sued by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, and It would be advis- 
able to procure a copy. 


Crate-fattening birds should alwayg 


have soft feed. As they have no exer- 
cise they require a feed that can be 
digested easilv and quioklv This mix-

corn, 50 


pounds low-grade flour and 4 poundl 
tallow.

SYSTEM IS ALL WRONG 
The great difficulty that stands In 


the way of discussing Uncle Sam as 
an employer Is that there Is no such 
person. 
The men who stand In the 


relation of employer to their subordi- 
nates are nothing but employees them- 
selves, and temporary ones at that, 
with a very fleeting tenure of office. 
Cabinet officers and members of con- 
gress, to whom the rank and file of 
employees look for guidance for a 
solution of their problems, are simply -, 
fleeting figures that come and go, with 
their own interests to serve. 
They 


testify freely enough as to conditions 
of government employment. 
Senator 


Carter Glass, recently secretary of the 
treasury, for example: 


"The largely multiplied business of 


the government cannot be conducted 
with efficiency and economy unless 
there be attracted to and retained in 
the public service a group of highly 
trained, well-paid and permanent offi- 
cials of supervisory grades. Uncer- 
tainty of tenure in some instances and 
inadequacy 
of 
compensation 
have 


closed the public service to many men 
of the best type or forced them out of 
government employ at the moment of 
their greatest usefulness.v 


"The war has increased the public 


debt more than twenty-five fold and 
has augmented the functions and ac- 
tivities of the government in many 
ways. The duties are greater and the 
responsibilities are larger than those 
of other days, to the standards of 
which it is not to be expected that 
the government will ever return. The 
conditions are such that failure to take^ 
the necessary action to invite and 
hold in the public service men of ex- 
ceptional ability and of real distinc- 
tion In their fields can result only In. 
grave burdens to the taxpayers of the 
country and 'In possible disaster. 


"Already 
the transaction of the 


business of the government is ham- 
pered-"by deficiencies of personnel due 
to the return to private life of many 
,men of large capacity who during the 
period of active warfare were willing 
and glad to serve their country at 
great personal sacrifice. I have come 
to learn that there are heroes in the 
civil establishments as well as In the" 
military services, self-sacrificing pa- 
triots who toil year in and year out for 
a bare pittance when they could com- 
mand salaries double or treble the 
amounts they receive from the govern-' 
ment, but who, for the love of their 
country and for the love of their 
work, have rejected alluring offers in 
the field of private enterprise. They 
were too fine and too patriotic to leave 
their posts. 


"Under the compelling force of pa- 


triotism they made willing sacrifices 
during the war, but with the return of 
peace the government cannot expect 
to retain these employees indefinitely, 
because in justice to themselves and 
their families they will sooner or later 
accept the larger opportunities that are 
open to them in the world of "business 
and industry unless the government 
proposes to pay them salaries that at 
least reasonably approach the value of 
their services. 


"Only prompt action by the congress 


to build up a permanent and dignified 
civil service which will include men 
of great ability and high attainments 
can prevent mistakes and failures in 
the transaction of the public business, 
the consequences of which may be 
calamitous." 


Ex-Representative Good, who was 


chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee of the house. Is equally frank: " 


"Today duplication in the govern- 


ment service abounds on every hand. 
For example, eight different depart- 
n^ents of the government, with large 
overhead organizations, are engaged 
in engineering work, in navigation, ir- 
rigation and drainage; eleven different 
bureaus are engaged in engineering 
research; twelve different 
organiza- 


tions 
are 
engaged 
in 
road con- 


struction, while twelve, with large " 
overhead organizations, are engaged 
in hydraulic construction and sixteen 
are engaged in surveying and map- 
ping. Sixteen different bureaus exer- 
cise jurisdiction over water-power de- 
velopment. 
Nine different organiza- 


tions are collecting information on the 
consumption of coal. Forty-two differ- 
ent organizations, with overhead ex- 
penses, are dealing with the question 
of public health. 


"The Treasury department, the War 


department, the Interior department 
nnd the I^sibor department each has a 
bureau dealing with the question of 
general education. These departments 
operate independently; Instances of co- 
operation beu\oL'ii thorn are excep- 
tional. Each of thesiO departments is 
manned at all tunes with an organiza- 
tion prepared to carry the peak of the

2. Joash preserved by Jehosheba 


<vv. 2, 3). Though Athaliah was keen- 
eyed she was checkmated by another 
woman. Her fatal omission was not 
to get/ rid of the women too. This 
woman, the wife of the priest, stole 
away the child and hid him in the 
bedchamber lor six years. 
God had 


promised that through the Davidic 
line the Messiah should come. 
In 


order that this line be unbroken Joash 
must be preserved. No purpose of 
God can fail. 


II. Joash Crowned King (vv. 4-12). 
1. Jehoiada's preparations (vv. 4-11). 


The high priest and his wife were In- 
telligent and strong characters. 
As 


the high priest, Jehoiada felt that it 
was his duty to thwart the heathen. 
project of Athaliah. Doubtless his co- 
operation with his wife made possible 
the saving of Joash. 


(1) Secured the aid of the military 


.leaders (v. 4). 
He knew somehow 


biat these men were not loyal to 
Athaliah. 
(2) Bound them under 


solemn oath (v. 4). He took an oath 
of them in the house of the Lord.

2. The coronation (v. 12). (1) The 


king's son brought forth. This was a 
great day In Jerusalem. After six 
years of usurpation, the people all tha 
while supposing that all the heirs to 
the throne were dead, now to gaze 
upon the king's son would be a notable 
event. 
(2) Put the crown upon him, 


This was the formal induction into o£- 
flee. 
(3) Gave him the testimony, 


This was a copy of the law, showing 
that the king was to rule according 
to the law of God. The act of putting 
the law upon his head showed that 
the king himself would be under thg 
control of the law. 
(4) Made him 


king. This shows that he was made 
king by the choice of the people. (5) 
Anointed him. They poured oil upon 
his head. This was the usual method* 
of consecrating prophets, priests and 
kings. 
(6) Clapped their hands. This- 


was a token of joy. 


III. Athaliah Slain (vv. 13-17). 
1. The noise of the coronation of 


Joash brough Athaliah to the temple 
(v. 15). Up to this time she thought 
her place on the throne was secure 
nnd that her heathen religion had 
free course. 


2. Her dismay (v. 14). Upon her 


arrival at the temple she saw the 
king wearing the crown and sur- 
rounded by the guards, so that she 
could do nothing. In her despair she 
exclaimed : "Treason, treason !" How 
prone wicked men and women are to 
cry out as though they had been 
wronged when their wickeil plots ami 
conspiracies are exposed and Unvaried ! 


3. Athaliah executed (vv. 15, 16). 


The orders were that she should not 
be killed in the temple. 
They led' 


her out by the way of the horses' en- 
trance to the king's palace and slew 
her. 
What a tragic end for the sin- 


ner! Sin can only prosper for a time. 


IV. Worship of the True God (w. 


17, 18). 


Joash was seven years old when h«# 


was made king. The high priest made 
n covenant between the Lord, the king 
and the people that they would be the 
Lord's people. 
In carrying out this 


covenant they broke down the temple 
of Baal and slew the priest of Baal. '
